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Vow to fight 
the shocking 
child povety 
figures on 
our doorstep

SHOCKING statistics released this week 
reveal more than one in five children in 
the borough are struggling below the 
child poverty line. 

And in some parts of Sheppey, that 
figure rockets to almost half of all 
youngsters. 

Now council chiefs have vowed to en¬ 
sure the numbers improve and say there 
are already strategies in place to ease 
the situation of struggling families - and 
hoped the potential imminent arrival of 
wind-turbine giants Vestas to Sheer¬ 
ness would bring a sizeable injection of 
high-quality employment and wealth to 
the island. 

The findings were published by the 
Campaign to End Child Poverty. 

It found, across Swale, the overall 
level of child poverty - measured as £12 


or less per family member per day - was 
at 22 per cent, the second worst in the 
county behind Thanet. 

Broken down into wards, the findings 
were even more concerning. 

In Sheerness West, the report found 
a staggering 43 per cent of children 
are living in child poverty, in Sheerness 
East 38 per cent and in Leysdown and 
Warden 35 per cent. 

In Oueenborough and Halfway, levels 
were 2 6 per cent, Murston near Sitting- 
bourne 28 per cent and Milton Regis in 
Sittingbourne 2 7 per cent. 

The worst figures in the whole of the 
UK were in Bethnal Green and Bow in 
London, where child poverty runs at a 
rate of 51 per cent. 

According to the report, the poverty 
line is breached when, after housing 
costs, all the household bills and fami¬ 
ly’s spending needs are limited to £12 or

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REGENERATION 

Regeneration will deliver 
town centre ‘we deserve’

IT won’t be easy, but by the time 2012 
bows out, Sittingbourne town centre 
will be on course to be the “town which 
Swale deserves”. 

That’s the bullish statement from 
Swale Borough Council leader Andrew 
Bowles and which he delivered to 
Wednesday night’s full council meeet- 
ing - the first of 2 012. 

In front of a new look cabinet, Cllr 
Bowles focused on the giant strides tak¬ 
en over the last 12 months towards the 
regeneration of the town centre. 

He said: “We believe that 2012 will, 
at long last, see some physical signs of 
the regeneration in the town. Indeed, 
the end of 2011 saw one very obvious 
physical sign in the opening of the Sit¬ 
tingbourne Northern Relief Road, 
which will route heavy goods vehicles 
servicing the Eurolink Estate away from 
the town centre in a way that can only 
be helpful. 


“Also at the end of last year we con¬ 
sented, subject to the resolution of out¬ 
standing issues, two very large town 
centre planning applications. The first 
of these was from Tesco for a large Tesco 
Extra supermarket and associated large 
format retail on the site of the old brick¬ 
works to the north of the railway. 

“The second of these was the applica¬ 
tion from Essential Land/Morrisons on 
the Mill Site, providing a Morrisons su¬ 
permarket and some 150 terraced town 
houses. We anticipate that both of these 
will start work shortly, bringing to an 
end a period of some doubt about both 
sites and in the fullness of time vastly 
increasing Sittingbourne’s supermarket 
and associated retail offers. 

“We believe this will retain spending 
power within the borough rather than 
losing it through leakage to Canterbury, 
Maidstone, Bluewater and Medway.” 

It is a key target of the council to re¬ 
duce the amount of money spent by 
residents in the borough outside of its 
borders - and by reinforcing the retail 


offering in the middle of Sittingbourne it 
hopes to achieve just that. 

It also hopes that by keeping spend¬ 
ing within Swale it will help swell the 
local economy. 

Cllr Bowles adds: “Our other initiative 
in the town centre is in association with 
our development partner the Spirit of 
Sittingbourne, where we aim to regen¬ 
erate the area to the south of the rail¬ 
way. Although necessarily complicated, 
the legal side of this is progressing swift¬ 
ly; heads of terms were signed in No¬ 
vember, and we anticipate signing the 
legally binding development agreement 
by the end of February. 

“The first phase of regeneration will 
include a much needed boost to the 
town’s leisure and cultural facilities, in¬ 
cluding a multi-screen cinema along 
with associated restaurants and leisure 
uses. The later phases include a ‘civic 
quarter’ loosely based around the site of 
the present library. 

“No one can pretend it has been an 
easy ride, and no one should imagine

that the future will be easy either, but I 
am confident we are moving ahead on a 
variety of fronts, and that by the end of 
2012 we will begin to make Sitting¬ 
bourne the town which the borough of 
Swale deserves.” 

Meanwhile, Cllr Bowles explained 
changes to the cabinet - announced 
last week - and to its structure. 

Rather than keep to seven cabinet 
members and three deputy cabinet 
members, ten full cabinet members will 
now be in place.

less per family member per day. 

The report says: “For many 
families, especially those reli¬ 
ant on out of work benefits, it 
can be substantially less. 

“Parents will often try and 
shield their children from some 
of the impacts of financial hard¬ 
ship and the stigma of poverty. 

“Sometimes parents will 
make sacrifices, such as skip¬ 
ping meals, so they can send 
their child to school with a 
warm coat, or out to play in the 
same popular brand of trainers 
that their friends have. 

“They do not want their chil¬ 
dren to feel excluded, or bul¬ 


lied. But behind the doors of 
the home, the hardship is often 
far more visible and many are 
deeply trapped in debt.” 

Swale Borough Council said 
the levels outlined in the report 
were expected, particularly in 
the two Sheerness wards. 

A council spokesman said 
there was a catalogue of work 
being carried out to tackle dep¬ 
rivation. 

“Through physical regener¬ 
ation jobs will come to the bor¬ 
ough and through more em¬ 
ployment poverty can be 
addressed directly,” he said. 

The spokesman said the Ves¬ 
tas wind turbine manufactur¬ 
ing proposals could see the 


creation of 2,000 jobs. A plan¬ 
ning application is expected 
shortly. 

He added: “Jobs and learning 
and skills are the main focuses 
for the council, showing that 
Swale is open for business. 

“The applications for large 
supermarkets and associated 
retail in Sittingbourne will also 
assist, so bringing jobs to the 
borough and giving people 
across Swale the opportunities 
to get good employment, which 
are key to tackling this.” 

Levels of education have in¬ 
creased significantly in recent 
years in Sheppey. 

The council spokesman said: 
“There are a raft of measures 


and future opportunities that 
will address this child poverty 
and the council will do all it 
can to tackle this issue.” 

Alison Garnham, executive 
director of the Campaign to 
End Child Poverty, said the 
findings of the charity’s report 
painted a stark picture of a “so¬ 
cially segregated Britain” 
where the life chances of mil¬ 
lions of children were being 
damaged by poverty. 

“The Prime Minister should 
make a new year’s resolution 
to keep his pledge to ‘make 
British poverty history’ so that 
children all over Britain can 
enjoy a childhood free from 
poverty,” she said. 


“Child poverty costs us bil¬ 
lions picking up the pieces of 
damaged lives and unrealised 
potential, so it’s a false econo¬ 
my if we don’t prioritise look¬ 
ing after children today. 

“Targeting cuts on families 
will prove both an economic 
and a social disaster, with busi¬ 
nesses losing billions of pounds 
of demand and families strug¬ 
gling to keep their kids clothed, 
fed and warm. 

“The Government urgently 
needs a serious plan to stop the 
rise in unemployment and to 
create jobs so that young peo¬ 
ple and parents can get out of 
the dole queue and into the 
workplace.”

Clarkson’s insults 
about our island are 
‘crass and offensive’

TOP Gear star Jeremy Clarkson has proved to 
have an uncanny knack of creating a storm - 
and this week he brought his rain clouds to 
Sheppey with insults about the isle’s residents. 

The motormouth TV presenter and writer 
sparked fury in an article in the January issue of 
the BBC’s Top Gear magazine. 

In a piece complaining about the state of the 
roads getting in and out of Kent, he discusses a 
recent journey he made to the island and com¬ 
pared residents to illegal immigrants. 

He says: “Mostly, the Isle of Sheppey is a cara¬ 
van site. 

“There are thousands and thousands of mo¬ 
bile homes, all of which I suspect belong to 
former London cabbies, the only people on Earth 
with the knowledge to get there before it’s time 
to turn around and come home again. 

“And what of the locals? Well, they tend to be 
the sort of people who arrived in England in the 
back of a refrigerated truck or clinging to the un¬ 
derside of a Eurostar train.” 

The comments sparked anger across the coun¬ 
ty and a harsh rebuke from Swale Borough 
Council. 

A spokesman said: “We have not seen the full 
piece that he has written and so any context may 
have been lost in the reporting. 

“However, his comments about the Isle of 
Sheppey and its residents are crass and have 
caused offence not just on the island but through¬ 
out Kent.

Posthumous honour for 
‘perfect ward councillor’ 


MUCH-LOVED borough 
councillor Brenda Simpson 
has been recognised for 
her long service to the 
community after it was 
unanimously approved by 
Swale council chiefs to confer 
upon her the title of Honorary 
Alderwoman. 

Mrs Simpson, councillor for 
Kemsley continually since 
1988, died in December. 

Her death prompted a 
slew of tributes and prompted 
her colleagues to recognise 
the “valuable service given 
to the council over the past 
23 years". 

To become an Honorary 
Alderwoman is one of 
the highest honours the 


council can bestow. 

Mrs Simpson, who was 
a former Swale mayor and 
chairman of the local 
Conservative group, becomes 
only the 58th person to have 
received the title and just 
the 21st councillor to receive 
the honour. 

Holders of the title receive 
a number of rights and 
privileges during their life time, 
including taking part in civic 
parades. 

The flag at Swale House 
was flown at half-mast to 
mark Mrs Simpson's passing. 
She died on December 15. A 
memorial service took place at 
the end of the year. 

A council spokesman 


confirmed after Wednesday 
night's meeting: "It was 
unanimously approved that 
Cllr Simpson be made an 
Honorary Alderwoman." 

During the meeting a 
number of councillors, 
including leader Andrew 
Bowles, spoke about her 
dedicated efforts. 

At the time of her death, 
MP Gordon Henderson 
described Mrs Simpson as 
the “perfect ward councillor" 
who "despite being a staunch 
Conservative, always put 
the interests of her Kemsley 
community before party 
politics" and would be missed 
by "friend and political 
foe alike". 


“The Isle of Sheppey is a wonderful tourist 
destination and only last year another celebrity, 
Patsy Palmer, was quoted as saying how 
much she enjoyed holidaying in Sheppey with 
her children. 

“There is much to love about Sheppey; its 
award winning beaches, beautiful bird reserves 
and fantastic landscapes, which have attracted 
many film crews to the area. 

“It is a shame that he did not have more time 
to explore this and paint a much better picture of 
this beautiful part of the country. ” 

Mr Clarkson is, of course, no stranger to con¬ 
troversy. He sparked thousands of complaints at 
the end of last year for comments made on the 
BBC’s One Show about striking public sector 
workers. MP Gordon Henderson this week invit¬ 
ed Mr Clarkson to come and visit Swale to have a 
proper look around. 

In the article he says a solution to Kent’s road 
network problems could be solved by “extending 
the M20 and the M2 all the way to Parliament 
Square”.

GREEN campaigners have 
slammed plans to extract gas 
in the Thames Estuary, claim¬ 
ing the controversial practice 
will send greenhouse emissions 
soaring and could contaminate 
underground water supplies. 

The warning comes after an 
Australian energy company 
was given the green light to ex¬ 
tract gas in the estuary using a 
technique poised to make 
strides in the UK’s future ener¬ 
gy supply. 

It involves drilling down to 
access rich coal seams too deep 
for conventional mining to ac¬ 
cess. One pipe then ignites the 
coal, while another extracts 
the gases released and turns 
them into fuel for power gen¬ 
eration. These gases included 
carbon monoxide, carbon di¬ 
oxide, hydrogen and methane. 

Critics say it will keep the UK 
tied to fossil fuels and prevent 
the push for alternative, re¬ 
newable sources of power. 
Those in favour, and the meth¬ 
od has gained support from the 
Government, point to it being a 
relatively cheap method of ac¬ 
cessing a natural resource. 

Riverside Energy was grant¬ 
ed a licence by the UK Coal Au¬ 
thority allowing for Under¬ 
ground Coal Gasification (UCG) 
in the estuary, on an offshore 
site stretching from Cliffe to 
Sheerness. It is one of just four 
sites across the UK. 

A spokesman for the firm 
told this paper: “The area is an 
excellent location with a thriv¬ 
ing industrial infrastructure, 
much of it already engaged in 


has joined local authorities on the other side of 
the estuary to oppose the plans put forward by 
Boris Johnson and a site on the Isle of Grain 
proposed by Lord Foster. Swale Borough 
Council, Medway Council and Kent County 
Council are all against the schemes. 

^Rail route delays 

COMMUTERS faced delays between Sitting¬ 
bourne and Sheerness last weekend after a train 
broke down on the route. 

The incident happened around 8.40pm last 
Saturday and caused disruption to services for 
the rest of the evening. A replacement bus 
service ran in place of trains. Meanwhile, 
engineering work on rails between Sittingbourne 
and Herne Bay, which have taken place in the 
early hours all week, is now complete. 

Lifeboat’s call out 

SHEERNESS lifeboat crews were summoned, 
along with a host of other emergency services, 
amid reports a woman had thrown herself off 
Rochester Bridge. 

The lifeboat team took to the water, while a 
rescue helicopter was also summoned at around 
8.30pm last Friday night. However, the teams 
were able to stand down after police confirmed 
the woman had not jumped and was safe. 
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power generation. 

“Nearby sites include a bio¬ 
mass plant, coal-fired power 
plant and the National Grid. As 
yet no geological exploration of 
the coal has been undertaken 
to assess complete sustainabili¬ 
ty for UCG.” 

Chairman of Riverside Ener¬ 
gy Dr John Bishop said there 
was currently no fixed date for 
the start of the exploration. 

The Environment Agency 
states that the UK has signifi¬ 
cant coal reserves that are be¬ 
lieved to be suitable for UCG, 
but which cannot be accessed 
using conventional methods. It 
will regulate the process and 
include monitoring carbon di¬ 
oxide emissions and health and 
safety concerns. 

The UK Coal Authority said 
the use of UCG would reduce 
environmental emissions and 
ensure security of energy sup¬ 
ply “providing a source of clean 


energy with minimum green¬ 
house gas emissions”. 

Campaigners, however, 
strongly disagree. They said 
the use of such a method could 
create environmental problems 
and point to incidents else¬ 
where in the world, such as 
Wyoming in the US, where the 
method was blamed for con¬ 
taminating water supplies - a 
claim denied by those involved. 

Kent Green Party spokesman 
Steve Dawe said: “Since it is 
possible to reduce energy de¬ 
mand in this country by 50-60 
per cent by increasing energy 
conservation in our buildings, 
according to bodies like the As¬ 
sociation for the Conservation 
of Energy and the Tyndall Cen¬ 
tre, there is no reason to permit 
marginal energy activities 
which increase any type of 
emissions.

BRITISH Superbike racer Shane

**KCC transport plans 

COUNTY councillors were due to discuss 
progress made on Kent's Growth Without 
Gridlock scheme at a meeting on Thursday.

** Channel warfare 

A BATTLE of the waves could topple over into 
the courts following the collapse of ferry firm 
SeaFrance this week. 

Rival firm P&O has threatened to report 
Eurotunnel to the European Commission if its 
plan to buy the ships of the insolvent SeaFrance 
breaches European competition rules. It rapped 
out the warning after the Channel Tunnel 
operator revealed it might buy SeaFrance's 
three ships from the company's administrator. 

^Travellers site plans 

MORE than £3 million is to be spent creating a 
new travellers' site in Maidstone, it has been 
confirmed. 

Officials say the 15 new pitches will help 
reduce the costs of enforcing against unauthor¬ 
ised sites - estimated to cost local authorities 
around £18 million a year - and will help the 
district's shortfall in traveller facilities. KCC has 
yet to identify the location of the site.

Have your say on how 
our public services will 
shape up in the future

GET the opportunity to shape 
public services in Swale over 
the next two weeks as Sitting- 
bourne and Sheppey both stage 
Local Engagement Forum (LEF) 
meetings. 

Unsurprisingly, the main 
challenge facing decision mak¬ 
ers and those keen to influence 
the process, will be from the 
economy. 

For the 2012/13 financial 
year, Swale Borough Council 
has 20 per cent less funds avail¬ 
able than it did two years ago. 

This means that for every 
£10 the council had to spend 
on services then, today it has 
just £8. 

A spokesman for the council 
explained: “To respond to these 
financial challenges we need to 
change our approach to public 
services. 


“We have already begun 
to do this by sharing our 
services with other local coun¬ 
cils, such as CCTV with Med¬ 
way and human resources 
with Maidstone, and we are 
working with charities and lo¬ 
cal businesses as we improve 
our services. 

“We will also be consulting 
on our Corporate Plan at the 
meeting, asking for views on 
what we aim to achieve over 
the next three years.” 

At the Sittingbourne LEF, 
to be held at The Avenue 
Theatre from 6.30pm on 
Tuesday, January 17, the key 
topics to be discussed will 
include the Kent County 
Council budget, the borough 
council’s corporate strategy, 
the flood risk to Swale and an 
update on Swale and Canter¬ 
bury carers. 

The Sheppey event takes 
place on Tuesday, January 24, 


at St George’s CE Primary 
School in Chequers Road, Min- 
ster-On Sea, from 6.30pm. 

Items to be discussed include 
the transformation of Kent Li¬ 
braries, traffic and parking 
concerns at the new Leysdown 
school, the flood risk, broad¬ 
band access and an update 
from the county council on the 
Danley School site. 

There will also be a question 
and answer session during 
the evening.

in nearby Toys Hill village, and 
since then the Trust ownership 
has expanded until in 1981 it 
acquired the core of the wood¬ 
lands through a special appeal. 

It is now known as Octavia 
Hill Woodland and is home to 
the Octavia Hill Basecamp, 
used for group holidays, educa¬ 
tion and voluntary work. 

During her lifetime, Octavia 
helped save two other Kent 
hills from development, Mari¬ 
ners H ill and Ide Hill. 

Now the Trust wants to mark 
the her extraordinary work to 
preserve Britain’s heritage and 
landscape, with the launch of 
the Octavia Hill Awards. 

The trust said: “Octavia was 
a Victorian social reformer and 
a founder of the National Trust 
who set the standard in cam¬ 
paigning for green places. 

“The Octavia Hill Awards, 
which mark the centenary of 
Octavia H ill’s death, aim to find 
the modern-day champions 
and guardians of our precious 
pieces of outdoor space.” 

There are six individual 
awards up for grabs on an an¬ 
nual basis. 

These are: growing hero for 
someone who’s set up a com¬ 
munity growing scheme, or 
saved allotments; the natural 
hero is for individuals working 
for community spaces like

UNSIGHTLY: Flytipped 
rubbish can ruin a landscape

SWALE Borough Council is top of the pops for 
prosecuting flytippers according to the latest 
Government figures. 

The Department for Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs (Defra) says the council is the most 
successful in Kent. 

The figures show that in the financial year 
2010/11, the council obtained 12 prosecutions 
from those ditching their rubbish in the bor¬ 
ough’s lanes and lay-bys. 

Council chiefs have been keen to crackdown 
on those involved in the anti-social practice as 
part of its overall campaign to educate and en¬ 
force in order to create a cleaner and greener 
Swale. In all, 1,918 incidents of fly tipping were 
reported during the year, all of which were 
looked into by 
the council. 

David Sim¬ 
mons, Swale 
Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s portfolio 
holder for the 
environment 
and rural affairs, 
said: “We wel¬ 
come the figures 
as it demon¬ 
strates clearly our priority to make Swale a 
cleaner and greener place for everyone. 

“The figures highlight not only the excellent 
work of our street wardens and environment of¬ 
ficers, but also the vital role that our residents 
and the local media play in this success. 

“Residents tell us flytipping annoys them and 
we try to target our limited resources at the is¬ 
sues that concern them, which is why this recog¬ 
nition is also pleasing. We could not do this on 
our own though, and it is the public acting as 
our eyes and ears that helps us to target those 
who are responsible for dumping waste. 

“We have always said that prosecution is a 
last resort, and we try to balance our proactive 
and reactive work, but we will prosecute where 
it is in the public interest to do so and we have 
obviously had success when doing so.” 

The council’s street wardens were awarded 
joint first place in the South East Warden awards 
in 2009. The street wardens and environment 
officers work together on many duties, including 
deterring and tackling anti-social behaviour, 
dealing with flytipping and graffiti and issuing 
fixed penalty notices against litterers. 

Their role is to help, educate and encourage 
people to be aware of the consequences of their 
actions; they are also able to take enforcement 
action when required. 

The environment response team has dealt 
with thousands of cases of anti-social behaviour 
since the team was formed back in 2004. 

The team play a key role in neighbourhood po¬ 
licing and work closely with all the key partners 
in Swale’s Community Safety Partnership, as 
well as getting involved with targeted campaigns 
with other partners such as the KCC Clean Kent 
Team, and the Environment Agency.

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A Life of hell on board 
Sheppey’s prison ships

SHEERNESS on the Isle of 
Sheppey was long seen as a 
crucial maritime area, and the 
town actually began life as a 
fort built in the 16th century to 
protect the River Medway from 
naval invasion. 

From 1669 the Royal Navy 
dockyard was established in 
the town, where warships were 
stocked and repaired until its 
closure in 1960. 

The area also became a major 
mooring spot for ‘prison hulks’ 
- ships used to house convicts. 

One example of this was 
HMS Discovery which was in 
service for 30 years before be¬ 
coming a prison hulk in 1808, 
on the shore of Sheerness. 

HMS Discovery was the ship 
of Captain George Vancouver 
during his famous exploration 
voyages in the Pacific. 

She served as a prison hulk 
for 10 years at Sheerness and a 
further 15 years at Woolwich, 
before being moved to Deptford 
and broken up in 18 34. 

Sheerness was home to 
many more prison hulks in¬ 
cluding the Bellerophon which, 
according to Charles F Camp¬ 
bell, author of The Intolerable 
Hulks, “usually held about 480 
convicts in woeful conditions”. 

The Bellerophon was moored 
at Sheerness from 1815-26, 
and was renamed HMS Captiv¬ 
ity on October 5, 1824. 

Many more unnamed prison 
hulks that were moored off 
the island as convict numbers 
continued to rise. 

Converting these ships to 


prison hulks involved removal 
of the rigging, masts, rudders 
and various other features re¬ 
quired for sailing. 

All the ships were rendered 
inoperable or unseaworthy in 
some way, and the internal 
structure was reconfigured 
with various features, includ¬ 
ing jail cells, in order to accom¬ 
modate convicted criminals or 
occasionally prisoners of war. 

Conditions on board these 
floating dungeons were appall¬ 
ing. The standards of hygiene 
were so poor that disease 
spread quickly. 

Sick convicts were given lit¬ 
tle medical attention and were 


not separated from healthy 
prisoners. 

Dysentery, caused by drink¬ 
ing brackish water, was also 
widespread and patients, 
whatever their state of health, 
were made to lay on bare floor. 

Mortality rates of around 30 
per cent were quite common. 

To get an idea of the numbers 
involved, the Bellerophon held 
more than 32,000 convicts 
during its years as a prison ship 
first for men, and then boys. 

Most British prison hulks 
were decommissioned in the 
19th century.

21st century healthcare 

Alison Davis explains how new NHS technology tested by patients in 
Kent is set to help transform the home lives of three million people 


TECHNOLOGY pioneered in 
Kent is set to transform life for 
at least three million people 
across the country. 

Locally, we have already 
seen what a dramatic effect tel¬ 
ecare and telehealth can have 
on the daily life and wellbeing 
of people with long-term health 
problems after it was intro¬ 
duced by the primary care 
trusts in Kent and Kent County 
Council seven years ago. 

Take, for instance, Haris Pa¬ 
tel, 54, from Folkestone whose 
health conditions include prob¬ 
lems caused by hardening of 
the arteries. 

He said: “Before I had tele¬ 
health, I used to spend 10 
months of each year in hospital. 
Since I got it, I have been in for 
two weeks in the last three years, 
and that was planned. Tele¬ 
health gives me peace of mind.” 

Now the Department of 
Health is so impressed with the 
results of the Whole System 


Demonstrator Programme, 
which tested the technology in 
Kent, Cornwall and Newham, 
that it is championing its use 
nationwide. 

The project found there was 
a 45 per cent reduction in 
deaths among patients taking 
part, a 15 per cent drop in at¬ 
tendance at A&E, and 20 per 
cent fewer emergency admis¬ 
sions to hospital. 

Care services minister Paul 
Burstow said: “People were ab¬ 
solutely clear that high-tech 
healthcare has improved their 
lives for the better. 

“I want to see more people 
across the country benefit. That 
is why we are working with in¬ 
dustry, the NHS and councils to 
change the lives of three million 
people across England over the 
next live years.” 

So what is this technology? 
Telecare, introduced in Kent in 
2004, offers remote monitoring 
of people’s safety. Available to 


vulnerable people, who meet 
specific criteria, it consists of sen¬ 
sors that can be worn (such as a 
falls monitor on the belt) or 
placed in the home (such as a 
flood alarm if someone might not 
remember to turn off the taps). 

Sensors are connected to a 24- 
hour monitoring centre which 
contacts the person and raises 
the alarm if there is a problem. 

Telehealth, which enables re¬ 
mote monitoring of people’s 
health, is even more innovative. 

Available in Kent since 2005, 
it offers suitable patients with 
conditions such as diabetes, lung 
disease and heart disease, the 
chance to measure their pulse, 
blood pressure, blood glucose, 
blood oxygen level, peak flow 
(lung capacity), temperature 
and weight, all at home. 

Their community matron 
from Kent Community Health 
NHS Trust, or specialist nurse, 
monitors their readings from 
day to day, picking up subtle

benefit 


changes in their health before 
they develop into something 
more serious. 

This helps people stay well - as 
does the power it gives them over 
their lives. People get to ‘know 
their numbers’ and understand 
the impact their day- to-day life 
has on their health, so they can 
spot when things are deteriorat¬ 
ing and take action. 

It has been such a success 
that the technology is no long¬ 
er just a pilot - it is being rolled 
out across Kent and Medway 
and will be available as part of 
the care package for those who 
are eligible. 

This is a wonderful example 
of what the NHS and social 
care can achieve by working 
closely together to improve the 
quality of life for local people.

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Let’s catch the 
metal thieves 

HOMES, churches, schools and 
businesses in the county are 
all suffering increasing levels 
of metal theft, with lead roofs, 
copper piping and electronic 
cabling all considered fair game. 

Even manhole and gully 
covers have been disappearing 
from our roads, costing the 
taxpayer hundreds of pounds 
for each replacement. 

Metal is a tempting target, 
not just because it is worth so 
much, but because it is so 
easily converted to cash. 

Thieves now even resort to 
stealing metal name plaques 
from churchyards and war 
memorials, in exchange for a 
few pounds from unscrupu¬ 
lous scrap metal dealers. 

The existing situation where 
anyone can sell anything to 
for cash, with no questions 
asked, has to be challenged. 

We have been lobbying the 
Government to amend the 


Scrap Metal Dealers Act 1964, 
so all dealers are licensed, cash 
sales are prohibited and 
enforcement powers and 
penalties are enhanced so 
metal thieves face the full 
consequences of their crimes. 

I would encourage anyone 
actually, or potentially, 
affected by metal theft to write 
to their MPs, asking them to 
support MP Graham Jones in 
his Metal Theft Prevention Bill. 

And I would urge readers to 
report any thefts to the police 
and their Countrywatch 
contact. They might think it’s 
not worth it, but the police 
cannot allocate resources on 
the basis of hearsay - they 
need statistics.

Energy needs 
policy rethink 

ONCE again Ian Taylor 
wheels out his climate change 
denial and economic status 
quo view (last week’s paper). 

The fact is that Green 
politics is based on established 
and irrefutable science about 
man-made climate change, 
and far more progressive 
social, economic and environ¬ 
mental ideas than any of the 
old parties. 

Even the likes of Viscount 
Monkton et al, usually say 
they accept climate change is 
happening and our fault, but 
whine about supposed costs 
and future computer projec¬ 
tions of the consequences. 


On costs though, a recent 
report by Prof David Mackay at 
the Department of 
Energy and Climate Change 
suggests that low-carbon 
energy is “no dearer than 
doing nothing”. 

Granted he includes nuclear, 
but far more sensible in my 
view would be a great 
expansion of solar panelling. 

Instead of the Coalition 
cutting the subsidies and 
speeding up the other 
renewables like tidal and wind 
to help cover future energy 
usage I, and the Greens, 
suggest this would also help 
create far more jobs in those 
industries rather than in 
persisting with more highly 
centralised, secretive and 
overly powerful nuclear and 
fossil fuelled ones. 

As for thorium use, this 
may be being pursued in India, 
but it is still only in its infancy, 
unproven, and is again a 
fossil fuel. 

The UK would have to pay 
to mine and transport it for 
use here, thus releasing more 
greenhouse gases in the process. 

On fracking I point out that 
last month’s report by Deloitte 
showed that most of the 
farmers in the US who leased 
land for that process now very 
much regret doing so, and the 
US Eco Protection Agency has 
shown the polluting of water 
tables, including by methane, 
caused by fracking. 

In general, many commen¬ 
tators and economists are 
now saying we simply cannot 
continue with more of the 
same social, economic policies 
that have brought us to our 
current parlous state. 

Harking back to 18th and 
19 th century models of 
growth, as the Tories, Lib 
Dems and still neo-con 
Labour, appear to be doing, 
will only result in a return of 
Dickensian levels of penury 
and misery for the 99 per cent, 
while the top one per cent 
continue to get the spoils. 

Instead we need a paradigm 
shift to, I suggest, a green, 
democratic and co-operative 
society including social 
enterprises and worker 
councils on larger firms, a la 
the old German model. 

These, as has been suggested 
along prosperity without 
growth lines in books, of the 
same title, by Dr Tim Jackson, 
itself recommended by no less 
than Prince Charles, the New 
Economics Foundation, Green 
Party, TUC, and many others.

P&O ready 
to challenge 
Eurotunnel 
in ferry saga

FERRY giant P&O has threatened to 
report Eurotunnel to the European 
Commission if its plan to buy the ships 
of the insolvent SeaFrance breaches 
European competition rules. 

P&O Ferries, which accounts for some 
30 per cent of traffic on the Dover to 
Calais route between England and 
France, gave the warning after Euro¬ 
tunnel, the Channel Tunnel operator, 
revealed that it might buy SeaFrance’s 
three ships from the company’s admin¬ 
istrator. 

Eurotunnel executive chairman Jac¬ 
ques Gounon said his company could 
lease the ships, all built in the last five 
years, to a new operator, possibly formed 
from a cooperative of SeaFrance staff. 

France’s Tribunal de Commerce or¬ 


dered SeaFrance’s liquidation on Mon¬ 
day after it ruled out accepting any of 
the bids that had been made for the 
company. 

SNCF, France’s rail company, owns 
the maritime operator, which had long 
been making a loss on the highly- 
competitive route, where its main com¬ 
petitors are P&O, a British-registered 
company but with the government of 
Dubai as its sole shareholder, Denmark’s 
DFDS and Eurotunnel, which in recent 
years has carried about 40 per cent of 
the traffic. 

The closure of the company would 
lead to 12 7 job losses in Dover and up to 
900 more across the Channel. 

A lack of investment, rising fuel prices 
and industrial unrest have all hit the 
French company hard and a large 
number of strikes have taken place 
over bank-holiday weekends by a mili¬ 


tant, unionised workforce, while freight 
traffic has decreased due to the econom¬ 
ic downturn and Eurozone crisis. 

SeaFrance’s vessels have been tied up 
out of use since the court placed the 
company in administration in Novem¬ 
ber. French president Nicolas Sarkozy 
has backed efforts to find a way of sav¬ 
ing the 1,100 jobs at SeaFrance, whose 
fate has become a big issue ahead of 
April’s presidential election. He said on 
Monday: “I believe it is possible to say 
there will be a credible solution.” 

A statement from Chris Laming, P&O 
communications director, called the 
saga a “never-ending battle” to per¬ 
suade the French authorities that there 
should be a level playing field between 
operators. 

“If we felt that competition rules were 
being breached by our major cross- 
Channel competitor - Eurotunnel, with 


40 per cent of the market - we would 
complain vigorously to the competition 
authorities in a bid to protect our own 
position,” he said. “But the ball is very 
much in their [Eurotunnel’s] court.” 

Under the Eurotunnel plan, the Tun¬ 
nel operator would buy the ships as an 
investment and lease them to a new 
market entrant. 

M Gounon said: “We cannot let the 
only French company in the port of 
Calais disappear.” 

He added that a cooperative of Sea¬ 
France workers was the “most credible” 
proposition for SeaFrance and “the most 
socially acceptable”. The court, how¬ 
ever, ruled out the workers’ bid. 

Nathalie Kosciusko-Morizet, France’s 
ecology and transport minister, said 
another company, Louis Dreyfus Arma- 
teurs, had put in a bid for SeaFrance but 
it had been rejected by a French court.

Eco-friendly rail 
freight service is 
put back on track 

INTERNATIONAL logistics business Stobart 
Group has restarted its low-carbon, rail freight 
service between Valencia in Spain and Barking, 
east London, using the lines at Folkestone. 

The seasonal rail service is operated by 
Europorte Channel, part of GB Railfreight, the 
third largest rail freight operator in the UK and a 
subsidiary of Groupe Eurotunnel. It will carry 30 
chilled containers of fruit and vegetables from 
Spain to supermarkets and retailers in the UK. 

The first train was monitored throughout the 
journey by the latest satellite tracking software, 
which closely observes progress and ensures 
the temperature of each 45ft-long, refrigerated 
container remains suitably chilled. 

The journey takes just over 50 hours, with the 
service passing through Spain, France and the 
Channel Tunnel. It saves some 250 cross¬ 
continent truck journeys every month, slashing 
vehicle carbon emissions and cutting congestion 
on Spanish, French and British motorways. 

In an innovative move, Europorte Channel 
and Network Rail have used the international 
rail lines at the Folkestone end of the tunnel, 
removing the need for an extra stop on the 
northbound leg of the journey-cutting costs 
and journey time. 

The new service has been part-funded by a 
European Union Marco Polo grant and will 
initially run weekly, building up to five services 
per week at peak times. 

Liam Martin, Stobart Rail freight managing 
director, said: "The resumption of this seasonal 
service has been driven by the commercial 
advantages it offers and the environmental 
benefits. It will help take trucks off European 
motorways and ease congestion at key 
pinch-points such as the Pyrenees. 

Kevin Walker, director for Europorte Channel, 
said: "Working closely with the team at Stobart 
Rail, we have been able to adapt to the demand 
of our customer and to the challenges of such 
a long route through the European railway 
network. This is a truly international partnership 
that demonstrates the added value cross- 
Channel rail freight can bring."

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Apprenticeships could benefit 
economy... not just the young

A LEADING voice in the business community 
has vowed to do all in its power to assist young 
people who can’t find work and is lobbying 
Westminster for greater help. 

The Federation Of Small Businesses says the 
85 additional unemployed people in Kent and 
Medway revealed in the latest jobless figures 
“might not appear significant”, but members 
say it is devastating that they join more than 
3 5,000 people in the county without a job. 

Canterbury, with a high proportion of employ¬ 
ment in the public sector (40+ per cent) suffered 
the biggest downturn, with 74 more people join¬ 
ing the dole queue - a criterion that would qual¬ 
ify new jobs for an employers’ National Insur¬ 
ance incentive in the west and north of the UK 
but that has not been forthcoming in Kent. 

The group is particularly concerned at the 
effect unemployment has on young people try¬ 
ing to start their careers. 

Roger House, FSB chairman in Kent and 
Medway, said: “The FSB has been lobbying the 
Government to implement job-creation incen¬ 
tives. Following our disappointment at the rejec¬ 
tion of the South East Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ship bid for funding to support apprenticeships 
in Kent, we very much welcome new measures 
announced by the Business Secretary on 
November 16 that should ensure more young 
people will benefit from an apprenticeship.” 

To encourage thousands of small firms that 
don’t hire apprentices, the Government will offer 
employers an incentive payment of up to £1,5 00 
and processes will be simplified to make it quic¬ 
ker and easier for employers to take one on. 

Mr House said: “A third of businesses respond¬ 
ing to an FSB survey said this would encourage 
them to take an apprentice on, and a rebalanc¬ 
ing of current funding to provide this is some¬ 
thing the FSB has called for, for some time. 

“Nevertheless, there remains a need for a con¬ 
tinued focus on helping small businesses over¬

come the barriers that they face in doing so.” 

The Government terminated its Graduate 
Internship Scheme earlier this year - which the 
FSB believes was an error. The programme had 
supported paid internships in small businesses 
for 8,500 graduates. 

The federation says it is still calling on the Gov¬ 
ernment to extend the scheme because at least 
5,000 new internship placements can be made 
at a cost to Government of £8 million - instantly 
reducing benefit payments by at least £1.5m. 

Mr House said: “With 25 per cent of interns 
being offered permanent work, this would also 
boost Treasury coffers by a further £3.3 7m over 
the course of one year in reduced Job Seekers 
Allowance payments and add a further £5.4m 
in tax payments, as well as boosting the produc¬ 
tivity of the UK economy. We are urging the 
Government to reintroduce this scheme.” 

The FSB says more than three-quarters of 11- 
to 18-year olds (77 per cent) say they would like 
to start their own business in the future.

FM Conway has marked its 
50th anniversary with the 
opening of its asphalt plant in 
Erith and a new Thamesside 
jetty. 

These two new additions 
mean the company can supply 
asphalt products, increase its 
recycling capacity and take 
delivery of aggregates by ship. 

This use of river 
transportation will reduce the 
number of Lorry movements in 
and around London by 15,000 
journeys a year, thereby 
reducing 002 emissions by 
1,025 tonnes per annum. 

Conway's Erith plant is the 
most energy-efficient facility of 
its kind in the UK. 

Since becoming operational 
15 months ago, the plant has 
become the busiest single 
asphalt plant in the country,

with operational availability 24 
hours a day, all year round. 

Michael Conway, chief 
executive officer for FM 
Conway, said: "This asphalt 
plant is the realisation of our 
goal to become a truly 
integrated service-provider." 


During operations the plant 
has so far produced more than 
450,000 tonnes of asphalt. 

The material produced has 
paved roads and been used for 
schools, hospitals, dockyards, 
rail depots, car parks and areas 
of the Olympic Park. 

The asphalt plant delivers 
products that have been 
developed by Conway's 
research-and-development 
team at the material-testing 
laboratory at nearby Mulberry 
Way. 

The new Conway Jetty and 
Wharf will receive more than 
250,000 tonnes of aggregate 
per year. The wharf has been 
designed to berth 6,000-tonne 
ships: the jetty features an 
automated conveyor system 
that can operate at a rate of 
500 tonnes per hour.

Chemistry 
students 
get teeth 
stuck into 
food project 

CHILLI pepper heat and the antibacterial proper¬ 
ties of honey are among the fields being 
explored by scientists at MidKent College. 

Students working towards the Higher 
National Diploma in applied chemistry are 
undertaking their own in-depth research 
projects, the Likes of which are not usually 
carried out until the second year of university. 

The strength of the projects will go a Long way 
in determining the scientists' final HND score, 
which if high enough can be topped up into a full 
degree with further study at university. 

Programme area Leader for applied science, 
ELeanor Wood, said: "Most scientific discoveries 
are the result of years of study by Lots of people 
investigating lots of different things, so you 
never really know what you're going to end up 
with. But fingers crossed we'LL get some 
interesting results. 

"Most of our students who go on to university 
have sailed through their degrees thanks to having 
already taken part in projects like this, with some 
even helping to teach Masters students."

Among the research projects being under¬ 
taken by the young chemists is one looking at 
the antibacterial properties of honey - in 
particular how much more effective the New 
Zealand-produced Manuka honey is compared 
to cheaper high street brands. 

Meanwhile, 19-year-old Chatham resident 
Miles Balderston is attempting to devise a 
scientific scale for measuring the temperature 
of chilli peppers. 

He said: "The most common scale used at the 
moment is the Scoville scale, which is com¬ 
pletely unscientific because it relies on different 
people tasting the chilli peppers. The other way 
to test their temperature is to use a technique 
known as High-Performance Liquid Chromatog¬ 
raphy, but that’s still not an exact science."

Dr Reginald Koettlitz 


S COTT’S Forgotten Surgeon is the 

book that lifts the lid on the story of 
a Dover explorer lost to history. 

A falling-out led to the 
achievements of Dr Reginald 
Koettlitz, a leading surgeon, 
geologist and botanist, being almost entirely 
erased from the records. 

But painstaking historical detective work 
lasting eight years from writer Gus Jones, 
who is married to Ann, the great-niece of the 
explorer, has brought the story to light. 

Mr Jones said: “I wanted to give credit to my 
wife’s great-uncle, who has been effectively 
written out of history. His achievements have 
never really been recognised - people have never 
heard of Dr Koettlitz, but he was a major figure 
during the heroic period of polar exploration. 

“He was an expedition surgeon and scientist 
with a wide expertise in survival in the polar 
regions. In particular he was an expert with 
regard to the prevention of scurvy, still a 
common disease among polar explorers who 
refused to adhere to the lessons learnt by the 
native northern people over thousands of years.” 

The book has been widely praised by 
academics, and Dr Ross MacPhee of the 
American Museum of Natural History in New 
York wrote: “In this year celebrating the 
centenary of the conquering of the South Pole... 
it is more than fitting to have one of the 
unregarded figures of Antarctic history brought 
to the limelight of remembrance.” 

The doctor’s first encounter with the problems 
of sub-zero temperatures came in a visit to Franz 
Josef Land, an area currently under Russian 
control and forbidden to outsiders. 

Mr Jones said: “His experience was gained 
while on the Jackson-Harmsworth Expedition, 
which lasted from 1894 to 1897. 

“During this expedition he understood the 
importance of living off the land to prevent 
scurvy. This meant shooting the game 
available: polar bears - 94 killed, walrus - 30 
killed and birds - 3,000 killed. He became an 
experienced skier, dog and pony-driver and 
invented the pyramid-type tent, called the 
Koettlitz tent. 

“During this expedition he met Norwegian 
Dr Fridtjof Nansen on his return from the 
attempt on the North Pole. They had a shared 
love of geology and maintained a personal 
correspondence until Dr Koettlitz’s death.” 

His next expedition was to north-east Africa, 
from what was then British Somaliland, on foot, 
camel and mule across the desert and then up 
the Blue Nile to Khartoum and finally Cairo.

impressed Christian priests in Abyssinia and the 
explorer became the first Westerner to chart 
Abyssinians’ lifestyle and religious beliefs, 
which included legends of the Ark of the 
Covenant being in their possession. 

The Amazon was Dr Koettlitz’s next 
destination and en route to the Brazilian city 
of Manaus he amassed one of the largest 
collections of marine wildlife ever made. 

Mr Jones said: “He was appointed senior 
surgeon and botanist during Commander 
Robert Falcon Scott’s National Antarctic 
Expedition on board the Royal Research Ship 
Discovery to the southern continent from 1901 
to 1904. 

“His expertise was available to Scott in the 
planning and execution of this expedition, in 
particular with regard to the prevention of 
scurvy and general polar-survival skills such as 
skiing, pitching tents, using the primus stove, 
using dogs and so forth. But it was ignored or 
overlooked at the members played football 
rather than learn to ski. 

“There was a personality clash - Dr Koettlitz 
was a serious, scientifically-minded individual 
and could not abide the ‘jolly japes’ and the 
amateur attitude shown by a number of the 
naval officers and some scientific staff. 

“In a letter to his brother he wrote ‘They are a 
different class of man to any I have associated 


with before, and a class not altogether to my 
taste except now and then, the reason being 
that everything is a joke with them. Life is a 
joke, everything one says, and every argument or 
topic of conversation is turned into an absurdity’.” 

And in a letter to fellow explorer Nansen, Dr 
Koettlitz writes: “These naval and other officers 
look upon everything that happens and that 
they do as a ‘bit of fun’, as sport, and they do it 
in sporting style. There is no backbone in it, and 
much of it is carelessly done.” 

Mr Jones said: “Scurvy should never had 
made an appearance when so much fresh meat 
was available, but it did. There was little or no 
training in polar survival and Scott, fellow 
explorer Ernest Shackleton and Edward Wilson 
[Dr Koettlitz’s deputy] were lucky to survive 
their trip south across the ice barrier.” 

When the expedition returned, the surgeon’s 
name was even omitted from the medical 
records of the expedition. 

“It was a huge disappointment to him and he 
spent the rest of his life in South Africa, where 
he was a successful doctor,” said Mr Jones. 

’’Scott died on his second expedition, and I 
feel had he adopted Dr Koettlitz’s methods they 
might have made a difference.”

Vegetarian Hutch offers so much 
more than tasteless rabbit food 


DEDICATED vegetarian restaurants are few and 
far between, so it is good to see that one has 
opened in Canterbury. 

The Hutch offers non-meat-eaters the sort of 
fine-dining experience that is rarely associated 
with vegetarian food, which has a reputation - 
deserved or otherwise - for sometimes being a 
little tasteless. 

The menu has a wide range of dishes. I started 
with sliced golden beetroot on a bed of quinoa (a 
grain that originates in Latin America and is 
apparently high in protein) and puy lentils. 

This was the first time I had eaten the couscous¬ 
like quinoa. It was certainly a bit more nutty 
compared with rice or bulgar wheat and a hearty 
starter that you couldn’t help feel must be doing 
you some good while you ate it. 

The golden (well, orange, really) beetroot was 
not the usual boiled variety but had been left 
nice and crunchy to give the dish some bite, 
while there was a red beetroot dressing with 
rocket, just to add to the flavours. 

Despite a fair-sized helping, the dish did not fill 
me up before the main course. My partner (a 
vegetarian of many years’ standing) enjoyed a 
hearty bowl of root-vegetable soup with some 
nice home-made bread. She also enjoyed being 
in a restaurant where we could share each 
other’s food for a change. 


RESTAURANT REVIEW 



For the main, I chose the item on the menu 
that most resembled a meat dish: Haggis 
Wellington, a tasty combination of grains, 
pulses, vegetables and nuts wrapped in pastry. It 
was accompanied by some tasty braised cabbage 
and potato mash served with red-wine gravy. 

This was certainly a hearty main meal ideal 
for a cold winter evening. Nothing was left on 
the plate, which suggested another helping 
would not have gone amiss. 

My partner chose a butternut squash tart with 
celeriac and Stilton accompanied by roast 
vegetables and spicy leeks, which certainly smelt 
as good as it sounded. 


To finish, I had a poached pear accompanied 
by ice-cream and a non-dairy chocolate sauce 
sat on a crunchy biscuit. This made a nice light 
dessert, the ideal end to my meal. 

My partner chose a Kent-orchard crumble 
with ginger ice-cream - a nice, large plateful 
that needed some willing assistance from me to 
polish it off. 

The Hutch’s fare made a nice change from the 
usual meat-focused food I normally eat. 

I am sure that whether you are a dedicated 
vegetarian or just the occasional non-meat- 
eater, you will enjoy the menu, most of which is 
suitable even for hardcore vegans. 

Although a little more expensive than the 
average veggie dish found on a restaurant menu, 
you can tell that a lot of effort has gone into 
preparing the food. 

And at just under £50 for two of us, plus a 
glass of red wine and some refreshing Biddenden 
cider, it did not exactly break the bank. 

Judging by the quick turnover at the tables, it 
would be wise to book your table as well.

Funding care in your old

AS THE UK’s ageing population increases, more 
and more people are facing the prospect of fund¬ 
ing their own care - and wondering how they’re 
going to be able to afford it.

which has offices in Canter¬ 
bury and Medway. 

“People shouldn’t panic 
into making rash decisions,” 
she said. 

“There are many options 
to be considered before you go down that route 
and it’s vital you get proper advice to avoid 
depleting your assets unnecessarily.” 

Under current rules governing the funding of 
long-term care, the cost is an individual’s respon¬ 
sibility if he or she has assets over £23,250. 

When being financially assessed, most of the 
assets will be incorporated, including a home. 

The exception is when the home is occupied by 


a partner or a relative who is over 60 or under 16. 

“If you need to move into a care home, then 
generally, unless it is disregarded for the finan¬ 
cial assessment or you have sufficient other 
assets, your home will need to be sold and the 
proceeds used to pay care fees. But there are op¬ 
tions,” said Dolan. 

“These include taking an equity-release scheme, 
or purchasing a care fees annuity, which provides 
an income for the rest of your 
life. 

“These are usually purchased 
with a lump sum, often once a 
property has been sold, but it 
may be possible to secure the 
cost of an annuity against the 
value of your house if you don’t 
want to or can’t sell it. 

“In some cases it’s possible to 
apply to the local authority for a deferred- 
payment scheme, which is effectively an interest- 
free loan secured upon the property. 

“If you meet the right criteria, the authority 
may pay the shortfall between your income and 
the care fees. 

“By assessing your specific circumstances in 
full, they can ensure you make the right decision 
and protect your assets in the long term.”

WHEN it comes to the soundtrack to 
the big day, whether you choose a live 
band, a string quartet, a DJ or even do- 
it-yourself with an iPod, your musical 
choices will set the mood for the 
occasion.

Audi ticking the boxes with 
sporty family bahnstormer

HATCHBACKS may be popular in the UK, but 
anything bigger than the VW Golf class seems 
to get German buyers’ backs up. 

Indeed, many buy a booted Golf - the Jetta. 
There might even be a bit of Teutonic snobbery 
at work here since German premium marques 
have avoided them except on their most junior 
models - until now. 

For 2011 saw the launch of two big premium 
bahnstormer hatchbacks: the BMW 5-Series 
spawned the rather overblown GT, while Audi 
came up with the more elegant A 7 Sportback to 
complement its A6 line-up. 

They could hardly be a counter attack to 
sales of Ford Mondeos and Vauxhall Insignias, 
but I can see the sense in offering a sporty yet 
practical range that fits between mainstream 
BMWs and Audis and their out-and-out 
sportsters. 

In the case of the A 7, you get all the comforts 
of the A6, but a virtual five-door coupe profile 
at prices from £39,99 5-£4 7,200 in the case 
of the A7 Sportback 3.0 TDI quattro SE S-tronic 
given the once over here. 

You will pay handsomely if you start speccing 
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it up, though the Sportback comes with all the 
creature comforts most executive car buyers 
would expect and they won’t be disappointed 
with driving or living with the car. 

One earlier criticism has been nullified; 
instead of four seats only, buyers can also 
specify five - a big deal for people who really are 
buying the A 7 for its family appeal. 

Cabin quality and layout is also exceptional 
for long family trips, though the dipping roofline 
makes it less of a grand tourer with four adults 
on board. 

On the driving front, Audi has developed a 
bespoke chassis for the car and it shows, with a 
decent ride yet prodigious grip and cornering 
power. 

Of course, the sensation is enhanced by the 
all-wheel drive Quattro layout - well worth 
the £1,400 premium - but I wouldn’t expect a 
much inferior level of handling on the front- 
wheel drive version. 

Some keen drivers might not like the over¬ 
assisted feel of the steering, but they will love 
the test car’s 201bhp 3.0-litre diesel. 

Matched with Audi’s superb S-tronic gearbox, 
allowing seamless changes in either auto or 
manual mode, it makes the A7 a real flier as 
well as long-distance cruiser. 


Brits set to catch 
Beetle bug with 
favourite’s return 


VOLKSWAGEN caused a 
sensation when its 
Californian design studio 
created a classic Beetle- 
inspired concept car for the 
1994 Detroit Motor Show. 

It drove the German 
brand to make this fantasy 
into a reality, using the 
trusted underpinnings from 
the then Golf hatchback to 
launch the New Beetle. 

A lengthy UK waiting list 
showed Brits also fancied 
the modern re-creation, 
which remained in 
production for 12 years until 
axed last year. 

With order books already 
open, look out for another 
waiting list ahead of its 
replacement in April, 
priced from about £15,000 
and looking smarter, 
sportier, more upmarket 
and expected to be a far 
better drive. 

The new New Beetle 
should also appeal to both 
sexes - let’s face it, the old 
car’s plant-holder on the 
dashboard was never going 
to endear it to blokes, was 
it? 

The two-door four-seat 
Beetle layout is retained 


but, like its predecessor, the 
latest car is front-engine 
front-wheel drive, unlike 
the rear-engine rear-driven 
1930s original. 

It is also longer, wider 
and lower than the outgoing 
design, with a slightly 
longer wheelbase, making 
it look like a cross between 
the previous car and a 
traditional Porsche coupe. 

The sporty interior is 
more upmarket too, while 
VW has addressed the old 
car's lack of bootspace. 

Engine options comprise 
three petrol and one diesel 
but with two turbocharged 
petrol units only from 
launch: a 103bhp 1.2-litre 
with VW's seven-speed 
DSG manual/auto gearbox 
and a 158bhp 1.4-litre with 
six-speed manual. 

There are three trim 
levels - Beetle, Design and 
Sport - with air-con and 
digital radio, alloys, multi¬ 
function leather steering 
wheel and Bluetooth as 
standard, with lavish 
options such as a 
panoramic sunroof and 
BMW Mini-style 
customising options.

Kia on fast road with Rio

LONG before Bing Crosby and Bob Hope made 
The Road To Rio in 1947, the Road To... movie 
franchise was a well-established sure fire hit. 

In contrast, it has taken Kia three attempts to 
get on the right road with its Rio model, the latest 
finally putting Hope-style wisecracks firmly 
behind and smooth Crosby-style croon-ing to 
the fore. 

The first Rio UK buyers encountered (2001- 
05) was a cut-price Ford Focus with odd styling 
and a cheap interior, but sold at an unbeatable 
price. 

Its successor (2005-2011) was touted as a 
supermini yet looked like it still wanted to be a 
Focus, but the ambitious Korean marque did 
show it was getting serious about product 
quality. 

And now we have the latest car, launched 
late last year, and looking like the real deal. 

It can’t match the all-round appeal of the 
class-leading VW Polo and Ford Fiesta - the 
UK’s best-selling car - but it is a more stylish 
little car at a sensible price, with decent spec 
and that unique seven-year/100,000-mile Kia 
warranty. 

Like the brand’s stunning Sportage SUV, the 
new Rio shows that former Audi ace designer 
Peter Schreyer - the man who created the 
original TT - is firmly at the helm. 

With long lead times on creating a new car, 
he could only tweak models under development 
when he arrived in Korea, but it’s clear he has 
been fully at the helm for the latest Kias. 

The new Rio appears to fit the supermini 
classification better than its forbears, but is 
actually longer and wider than the previous car 
- the optical illusion being created by rakish 
coupe lines and a lower roof. 

Maybe Kia should have tried the Seat/Alfa 
Romeo trick of placing the rear doorhandles in

the back door frames in order to suggest that the 
five-door hatchback was really a coupe, but there 
is a three-door version on the way after all. 

Does it walk the talk? There’s no denying that 
the Rio falls short in terms of driver enjoyment. 

The steering feels light - great for the town - 
but not on the open road, and while it keeps its 
poise on the bends and has a light gearshift, it 
doesn’t feel as taut as the class leaders. 

Then again, refinement is good and our 
107bhp 1.4-litre petrol version cruised happily 
on the motorway in sixth gear. 

But as this is currently the most powerful 
engine option, the way seems to be clear for a bit 
more welly - hopefully, including a glamorous 
hot hatch version of the forthcoming three-door. 

Other engines for now are an 83bhp 1.25- 
litre petrol - which is surely a bit too asthmatic 
- and two diesels: a 74bhp 1.1-litre diesel 
capable of averaging 70-plus mpg and an 


88bhp 1.4-litre diesel, both marketed with Kia’s 
green Ecodynamics package. Impressive though 
the 1.1 engine’s economy and road tax exempt 
99gm/km C02 emissions are, its glacial 
acceleration to 60mph in 15.5 seconds must 
deflect many buyers towards the 1.4. 

But there’s not much to deliberate on about 
living on with the car: the Rio’s dashboard is 
thoughtfully arranged and I was impressed at 
the attention given to our plug-in gadgets - 
there are two 12v, plus aux and USB sockets. 

The cabin is spacious - particularly for those 
in the back - and the air of quality is impressive, 
with only a couple of areas where a bit more 
cash might have been spent, though we need to 
remember that prices start at just £10,59 5 and 
there is a generous spec. 

Not that many people are buying Kias on 
price now - cars like this new Rio deserve to sell 
on their looks.

Olympic Countdown 


Clock ticking on 
Kent’s plans to 
join 2012 party

THE countdown to the London Olym¬ 
pics and Paralympics is into the final 
straight and sport is set to play a high 
profile role across Kent over the next 
nine months. 

It is less than 200 days until the open¬ 
ing ceremony in London and expecta¬ 
tion will steadily grow between now 
and July. 

Preparations in the county have been 
taking place for several years. Agree¬ 
ments have been signed for teams from 
nine different countries to train in Kent 
before the Games, with more deals ex¬ 
pected to be finalised this spring. 

Kent will also stage some of the glory, 
with Brands Hatch hosting the Paral¬ 
ympic road cycling in September. The 
party will begin in earnest when the Ol¬ 
ympic torch relay will spend four days 
touring the county in July. 

Critics across the country have fo¬ 
cused on the cost of staging the Games 
and aspects such as ticketing have also 
come under fire, but Chris Hespe, head 
of sport, leisure and the Olympics at 
Kent County Council, believes the scep¬ 
tics are being won over. 

“frankly I think there’s going to be 
quite a frenzy of excitement as we ap¬ 
proach 2012,” he said. 

“The community of Kent will get very 
excited indeed. We’ve been excited since 
2005 when we heard the news of the 
successful bid, but it’s within touching 


distance now. 

“It’s more than that because it’s com¬ 
ing into Kent with the torch relay with 
us for four days and we’ve got the Para¬ 
lympic road cycling at Brands Hatch. 

“This is a huge opportunity, we’re 
never going to get the Olympics again in 
my lifetime and we can’t afford to miss 
out. It’s so important for sport.” 

In addition to the training camp 
agreements, Kent’s sporting facilities 
have enjoyed many informal arrange¬ 
ments over the past 12 months which 
has seen world class athletes using the 
venues. 

Last week, the Pegasus Gymnastics 
Club, near Maidstone, hosted Argenti¬ 
na’s Valeria Pereyra, while trampolin- 
ing teams from the United States, Cana¬ 
da, Portugal and Great Britain were at 
Jumpers Rebound Centre in Gillingham 
this week. 

Martin Laws, managing director at 
the centre, said “We have worked hard 
to attract these teams and our efforts 
are now paying off. 

“It is vital to bring the countries base 
camps to the area if we are to maximise 
the benefits of London 2012. 

“We are now seeing a snowballing ef¬ 
fect as other countries try to follow the 
leaders.” 

Other events organised during the 
year include an expanded Kent School 
Games, a youth athletics international 
featuring the home nations at Ashford 
in July and the British Transplant 
Games.

Bosworth not complacent of 
challenge to reach Games 


Cyclopark to provide concrete 
Olympic Legacy for the county 


Brown believes GB side are on 
course for Paralympic glory 


AMONG the county's athletes 
hoping to have the honour of 
competing in front of a home 
crowd at this summer's 
Olympics is Tom Bosworth. 

The race walker, who 
turns 22 next week, 
flew out to a training 
camp in Spain on 
Thursday as part of 
the squad's 
preparations. 

Bosworth broke 
the national five kilo¬ 
metre walk record at 
the UK Championships 
Last July and is now focused on 
shaving almost three minutes 
off his personal best over 20k 
to qualify for London. 

Despite being optimistic of 
achieving the time after 
enjoying the most trouble-free 


winter training of his career, 
the Tonbridge athlete remains 
cautious. 

He said: "There's no way I'm 
an Olympian yet, because 
there is quite a big possibility 
that I won't go. 

"Anything can 
happen in sport and 
so far I've had a 
brilliant winter and 
I hopefully will 
have a very strong 
spring. I've achieved 
what I've done in the 
past off the back of 
injuries, so I don’t see why I 
can't get an Olympic qualifying 
time after a perfect block of 
training." 

Bosworth's first opportunity 
to reach the Olympic standard 
will be in Switzerland in March. 


ARGUABLY the longest 
lasting impact on the county 
from the Games is nestled 
next to the A2 at Gravesend. 

Spread across 43 acres, 
Cyclopark is expected to 
attract 100,000 cyclists a 
year once it officially opens 
in May. Funding for the £8 
million project has come 
from a variety of sources 
but is unlikely to have taken 
place without a successful 
Olympic bid. 

The site includes a BMX 
track, mountain bike trails, 
a road cycling circuit and 
skate park. Construction on 
the pavilion continues but 
many of the cycling routes 
are complete. Folkestone’s 
Daniel Pullen, a member of 
the Olympic BMX develop-

ment squad, has tested the 
track. 

The 16-year-old, who 
is a hopeful for the 2016 
Olympics, said: “It’s a bril¬ 
liant facility, the amount of 
money that was thrown into 
it was worth it because all 
the cycling facilities are up 
north. Cyclopark helps the 
south region out. It’s a great 
atmosphere down there, 
everyone’s enjoying using it.” 


ONE of Kent's best hopes for a 
medal this summer Lies with 
Britain's wheelchair rugby 
captain Steve Brown. 

The 30-year-oLd helped an 
injury depleted side 
to silver at the 
European Champi¬ 
onships Last 
October. 

As hosts the team 
have a guaranteed 
place at the London 
Paralympics and 
with a full strength 
squad will be one of 
the favourites to 
finish on the podium 
in September. 

Sittingbourne's Brown is 
counting down the days untiL 
the tournament begins and is 
delighted with the preparation 


so far. 

He said: "It should go well, 
there's no reason it shouldn’t - 
the coach knows what he's 
doing and the team knows 
what's expected 
from them. 

"We've worked 
very hard through 
Christmas to make 
sure our fitness is 
up and we're 
coming into this 
year fully fit. 

"The adrenalin is 
within everybody. 
We're Looking to 
make sure it's the 
best it can be and the attention 
to detail is second to none. 

"I'm very privileged to be 
captain of that team going into 
2012 ."

The downside of 
all-seater stadia 

DURING the peak of its powers in 
the mid-1980s, Spitting Image 
carried a sketch showing Norman Tebbit 
working in the ticket office of a theatre. 

A customer approached him and asked 
if he had any restrictive views. 

"Yes, hanging's too good for them," he 
replied. "Bring back National Service for 
the unemployed." 

Spitting Image's modus operandi was to 
take a subject's most extreme character¬ 
istics and twist them out of all recogni¬ 
tion, to produce a grotesque caricature. 

Tebbit was thus portrayed as a donkey- 
jacketed thug, which, although inaccurate, 
had a certain kind of karma to it given the 
way his government demonised football 
fans in the 1980s. 

Anyone who thinks there weren't 
serious issues with fan behaviour during 
the era is deluded, but the overwhelming 
majority of fans then, as now, were law- 
abiding citizens. 

The strategy of treating supporters as if 
they were rats who needed to be caged 
arguably contributed to the Hillsborough 
disaster, but instead fans were blamed 
when Kelvin McKenzie ran a front page 
editorial in the Sun libelling Liverpool fans 
as corpse robbers and worse. 

Clearly something needed to be done to 
prevent a repeat, but the Taylor Report's 
decree that professional football should 
have all-seater stadia had its downsides. 

Chief among them was the fact that 
you could no Longer choose who you 
wanted to stand or sit with. 

An acquaintance took a child to the 
Gillingham v Stoke cup tie Last Saturday, 
but left before the end because of the 
Language used by “fans" nearby. 

Under Priestfield's regulations, the 
miscreants could have been ejected, but 
the innocent fan is placed in an invidious 
situation. Stewards can't take action 
unless they're informed and the fan can't 
always do this without exposing them¬ 
selves to even more intimidation. 

Some clubs operate a text hotline to 
report anti-social behaviour but even this 
is an exercise in stable-door shutting if 
you're unlucky enough to be in a crowd 
when one idiot decides to Let rip. 

The problem was compounded because 
the Stoke game was a sell-out, making it 
impossible to move to alternative seating. 

It's fair to say that this isn't likely to be a 
problem at any of Kent's non-league 
grounds any time soon. Consenting adults 
do exchange industrial strength language 
from time-to-time and occasionally it's 
audible where it shouldn't be. 

The restrictive view, in both senses of 
the phrase, remains one of the banes of 
the modern game and if you look hard 
enough, you can still find people who 
make "Normo Tebbs" look like the Dalai 
Lama. 

The advantage of the non-league game 
is if you are unlucky to get within 
earshot of someone swearing like 
a fishwife, you can walk away.
